Dear Kirjby: 

I appreciate having a copy of your new book. Your note asking 
what I think of It deserves a more detailed answer than I can 
give. But a detailed answer would be very complicated in its 
nature. I do think the book is a timely and valuable contri¬ 
bution to the discussion of the most critical issue we face. As 
always, you have written clearly and with useful data. I find 
I am in agreement with much of your analysis of the political 
aspects of the war problem. 

I have no impulse to comment critically, but lest you misunder¬ 
stand my favorable expressions, let me say some things that are 
in my mind. The book is, of course, oriented to a "church" 
public of Christian-minded people and I think it loses much of 
its usefulness thereby* My convictions and sense of necessary 
integrity separate me from the Christian position in its system¬ 
atic and traditional form; so my Judgmenton this arises from a 
divergent religious position. 

I can understand how it may seem to be of value to say, as you 
do on page 55, that the choice is atomic war or the way of Jesus* 
But I do not share this view and consequently think it is an 
unwise approach to the problem. T am sure Buddhism, if thoroughly 
practiced, would eliminate wars; and I am sure that sound moral 
statesmanship, based on sheer humanitarlanism, could avoid wars* 

I feel certain that we must depend upon other things as well as 
upon the more valid ideals of Jesus. For the "way of Jesus" 
simply will not be adopted in time, if at all* ll'e need, in ad¬ 
dition to the idealism of Christianity, the idealism of other 
religions and that of the secular world. 

So, you see, much of the book misses fire with me, although I 
know it will do a great amount of good* This is not said 
argumentatively, I assure you.

Little noticed was the news dispatch 
reporting the decision of the Uktainian 
Uniat Church to withdraw from the Ro¬ 
man Catholic hierarchy and re-unite 
with the Russian Orthodox Church. The 
Uniat group withdrew from the Russian 
Orthodox Church in 1596, but after this 
stretch of 350 years, its bishops have 
grown weary of what they term, “proud, 
power-loving Rome/' The question 
emerges, Have they really bettered them¬ 
selves? 

• J 

It depends upon what Stalin means by 
the lenient attitude lately shown toward 
religion. If he intends to become a Pro¬ 
tector, it can’t mean very much. If he 
intends to really liberate religion from 
state domination, it will mean a very 
great deal. The bishops of Uniat may 
know more than we do about his inten¬ 
tions. They evidently figure that they 
cannot worsen their plight under Roman 
domination. All of which means that 
this is a changing world. 

• 

So much has been written and said 
about Churchill's address at Fulton in 
1946, but few remember another address 
he madejjfin 1919, under the subject, 
“Shall We Commit Suicide?”, in which 
he exhibited a far more considerate at¬ 
titude toward Russia. I quote one sen¬ 
tence : “Russia, stripped of her Baltic 
provinces, will, as the years pass by, 
brood incessantly upon the wars of Peter 
the Great.” You will find that address 
'very good parallel reading. 

* 

In my recent review of what fairly re¬ 
cent leaders said about Russia, I re-read 
Woodrow Wilson’s great statement of 
April 2, 1917, when he declared the United 
States to be at war. I quote one sen¬ 
tence: “Does not every American feel 

that assurance has been added to our 
hope for the future peace of the world by 
the wonderful and heartening things that 
have been happening within the last few 
weeks in Russia. Here is a fit partner 
for a League of Honor.”^ 

• 

And then I turned to William E. Glad¬ 
stone's great address, delivered Novem¬ 
ber 27, 1S79, and I quote from that ad¬ 
dress: “I recommend to Englishmen that 


they imitate Russia in her good deeds . .. 
If Russia has aggressive dispositions in 
the direction of Turkey, it is we who 
have laid the ground upon which Rus¬ 
sia may make her march to the south . . . 
If the United Kingdom were in the same 
position ... I feel we should be very apt 
to entertain and execute aggressive de¬ 
signs upon Turkey . . , . ” 

• 

And then I re-read the speech of Bis¬ 
marck, delivered in the Reichstag in 1888, 
and I came upon this: “Our friendship 
with Russia sustained no interruption 
during the war (1870), and it is elevated 
above all doubt today. We expect neither 
assault nor attack nor unfriendliness 
from Russia. Since the war has there 
been any year, I ask you, without its

alarm of war?” Bismarck then moves on 
to admit that Russia had rightful claims, 
etc. etc. 

• 

All of which brings one to ask, 
Wouldn’t it be the course of wisdom to 
try to understand Russia rather than 
build up a case against Russia? Or, to 
put it another way, suppose we had the 
world against us? What would we do? 
What would our attitude become? Sup¬ 
pose we had been double-crossed, as Rus¬ 
sia thinks she has been double-crossed? 
Maybe she is mistaken. But that doesn’t 
change the present psychology. Nor does 
it change certain historical facts to which 
the above quotations have reference. 

• ( 

This much appears to be true, as one 
re-reads history, Russia has not been the 
aggressor nearly so often as other Euro¬ 
pean powers. Russia has put up a very 
good showing in defending herself, and 
she has also put up a very good showing 
in getting along with other nations. And 
we need to remember that since 1917 
there has been a constant revolution 
within a revolution inside Russia. They 
have burst a good many bands. They 
appear to be moving toward a larger 
freedom, although we find it difficult to 
interpret the situation.

Blistering words, written by a Catholic

■vhomoeal, Boston, regarding Boston’s 
Mayor James M. Curley, appeared last' 
week. She wrote: “Curley’s long ca¬

“Pressure groups' are on the march,” 
said elder statesman Bernard Baruch last 
week in testifying before the House 
Banking and Currency Committee. “The 
whole world is watching us, amazed at 
the exhibition of a giant who cannot pull 
himself together even to take care of his 
own needs . . . Increase production. This 
is the Law and the Prophets—without it 
the rest of my suggestions are meaning¬ 
less. Stop increasing money supply. Stop 
bunking the public.” 

Since Pearl Harbor, our Government 
has directed to alcoholic beverages 337,- 
000,000 bushels of grain. This grain 
would have produced 5,827,900,000 pounds 
of pork, or 3,909,200,000 pounds of beef, or 
4,077,700,000 pounds of lamb. Instead it 
was converted into 10,259,000,000 gallons

After dictating a reply to youa*note I decided to write 
you about another matter. I hope you don't mind my bothering 
you for advice. 

I am confronted with the necessity of deciding whether 
to stay here or accept a place on the faculty of the Graduate 
School of Religion at the University of Southern California. 

I will appreciate anything you can do to help me decide rightly. 

There are two or three factors in the situation which 
you probably Should have in mind. The first is that if I accept 
the pi&ce at U.S.C. I forfeit my sabbatical leave which begins 
next September. In connection with that leave I have what seems 
to me to be a rather unusual opportunity in that I have been 
asked to be a visiting lecturer at Union Theological Seminary 
in New York. Teaching there will be a valuable experience and 
will give me opportunity to do some study and research I want 
to do. 


The second factor is that we are in a transitional stage 
here. Our board has decided upon a program of expansion. This 
expansion can not go on on the present campus since Transylvania 
can not let us have the land. We will therefore, be leaving the 
present oampus, building a new building, and expanding our work. 
It looks as if we will move next to the campus of the University 
of Kentucky and have an arrangement that will enable us to draw 
upon graduate offerings there to suplement our program. I am 
convinced that we have a splendid opportunity. On the other hand 
I am a little worried as to whether our jr esent administration 
is up to the task of planning for and carrying through that whlfch 
ought to be done. 

The third factor is that Los Angeles is a long way from 
the center of things as far as Religious Education is concerned. 
I'd probably lose my contacts with the I.O.R.E. and the R.E.A. 

I'd also lose most of my committee contacts with the organized 
life of the Disciples. 







There are other factors* of course* but these three loom 
large in my mind* I could decide about them but I do not happen 
to know very much about U.S.O. I would* therefore,appreciate 
anything you might say about the whole situation. I want to do 
the right thing.

In many respects "How Is the Time to Prevent a Third War" is monumental* 

It represents a tremendous amount of work and consecration. 

The question as to "maximum use" raises problems that a single letter cannot 
answer. Hence these scattered notes. 

Mass education as to the elementary principles involved in world peace seems 
to be needed even more than such a book as yours, read at best by a few. 
hundred thousand, some of whom already are aware of the paramount necessity of 
trusting to God's will* 

When a substantially increased number of human 3 awaken to the need of primary 
reliance on God, how can we avoid the religious dls-unity that has so gravely 
impeded progresses you and I would like to see it. The Christian church is 
"root bound" with the conflicting emphases of some hundreds of sects. 

We must have faith that we are moving toward a better day but World War II, 
tragically, seems to have left, or to have given birth to, relatively, little 
movement away from reliance on force* We are in a childhood or adolescent 
reliance on things and physical power. God as a real force has been all but 
obscured by a babel of theological mazes. 

Time magazine this week reminds us that Albert Sweitzer several years ago 
advised Protestantism to discard the infallible "Christ personality of 
dogma" without discarding the Christ of the Sermon on the Mount, which he 
hailed as the charter of a great ethical faith. But how far we are from that* 
Realistically such a religious change is pretty fundamental to effecting 
enough trust in God to abandon current materialism. 

All of which reads pretty "negative", now that I've written it. Perhaps you 
should specialize in public relations as much as you have in war and become 
an expert In all the techniques involved in broadcasting basic ideas to millio ns. 
The British are practicing mass "education" for their Objectives; why can't the 
believers in simple trust in God do the sameT 

Well, I don't feel I have gotten very far in answering your note.

I have now read your boot M Now is the Time to 
Prevent a Third World War”. I confess I have not read 
every word but I*d like to give a few observations. 


I have a feeling that for two or three years 
now the acute world food shortage and, in addition, a 
tragic maldistribution of what we do have is both to have 
a long time effect on any durable peace. I expect if I 
had been preparing a material I would have tut more em¬ 
phasis on the short time importance of food distribution 
and long time Importance of FAO as an instrument of peace* 
I think your comments concerning Russia are extremely 
helpful. I would have been glad, however, for more spe¬ 
cific comments about how religiously motivated people in 
this country can establish effective connection with 
civilians in Russia on a person-to-person basis. I know 
that in saying this I am probably asking the impossible. 

It is on my mind because we are exploring every lead that 
we can think of in that direction now. 


On the whole, I think (the book is an extremely 
valuable set of working papers for concerned Americans 
who wish to be intelligently influential with their 
friends and in their communities, and especially valuable 
for people who are doing speaking before audiences where 
they want dependable information placed within the frame¬ 
work of a religious concern which, of course, is where you —. 
and I both would feel that such material ought to be placed. \ 
I think you have done a very valuable service at a time when 
the number of people who are articulate with regard to our 
American responsibility for the best must be very greatly 
increased.

War" is not as unqualified as it is in the case of this volume of worship 
services. I have a mixed opinion about it. 

With most of the material I am in hearty accord. I think the chapters 
on "The Imperatives of World Peaoe" and "The Origin of the First Werld War" 
aid. likewise "The Origins of World War II" are very ably done. 

The place where I find myself differing quite radically from you is 
in your discussion of the pre-Pearl Harbor Policy of the United States. 

I think the simplification there is so overdone as to make the actual 
statement contrary to the faotB. It ^ the whole world situation in all 
of its complexity that pulled us into the conflict. I get the impression 
in your discussion -that Koosevelt was the scapegoat and upon him most of 
the burden oan be laid for our getting into the war. 

I think this is unfortunate and will by its over-simplification 
become misleading as we try to see What is hastening us on toward World 
War III. 

Of course in regard to the possibility of the coming of World War III 
persons who are in control in our government as well as %£ other governments 
will have muoh to do with either hastening or preventing. (At present our 
leadership seems to be much more concerned to set up adnSHfise unenforce Hod 
to develop the psychology within the people of war expeotancy than to 
embark on generous ways which would call for a spirit of understanding aid 
coopera-M-on). Perhapsm^_m3 givings in regard to the effect of the part 
have rakdn^s^OTerdone. If individual* Sad discussion groups 
in ohurehes would ta^Tihe^nd, 4th, 5th chapters and a part of the 6th 
as well as the challenge of the gospel to Christians, that is the heart 
of the business.

I received your book and read it immediately. It is, I think, 
in itself a valuable document. Your treatment of Russia is particularly 
informing and ^as:: a compilation of the history of the- past years it covers 
the ground as thoroughly as anything that I know of which has recently 
appeared. 

I trust you will forgive me, because you ask for a frank estimate, 
if I say that your conclusions^as i&r procedures now to be taken^are affected 
in my mind by the faot that I think that your very emphatic pacifist atti¬ 
tude in the years before the War was entirely mistaken. There were plenty 
of blunders made at every turn, but the pacifist in those pre-war days was 
not pointing out the way to keep us out of war. 

The attempt to line up the ministers of this country never to 
support any war was in my mind a wholly unjustifiable proceeding. In the 
first place I always believed that most of them would forget their protest 

when the issue came, just as they did. In the second place, it is not by 

any such wisdom as the pacifist position indicated that the war would have 
been prevented. 

This, of course, opens up a most extensive field of argument into 
which I would not presume to go. I merely mention it in this most cursory 

way to indicate that I would have hesitancy in commending you as a wise 

guide in the days tiiat lie ahead.

Dear Kirby, 

Your book reached me yesterday and altho I was in the process 
of reading Galleys of my book on Russia I took time off in the evening 
to read your Chapter I and II and your final chapter. I shall, of course 
read the rest of it but I thought you might be interested in my reactions 
thus far. I agree with your final chapter and with your first chapter. 

May I say also that I have great admiration for .all you 
have done over the years. If I were writing with your sources of 
knowledge and without first hand experience in Russia I should probably 
write as you have done on that country. However, I have been studying 
the country intensively for thirty years both under the Tsar’s regime 
and since. I have been there eleven times. It is my conviction that 
your treatment of the Russian situation is inadequate and gives a 
wrong concept of what is happening there. I do not quarrel with your 
thesis that the Communists feel that they must aspect the ’’continuing 
hostility of capitalist countries”. However, in this they are probably 
right. I see little evidence to show that they are not right. If so 
they are to be commended for taking this stand. For every person must 
try to believe what is true. This is not to say that they should not 
do everything ttte make the capitalists be friends. I believe they 
should and feel that they often ieglect to do what is possible. 

I see no necessity at all for your section (2) about Russia or 

A 

very little necessity^nor do I see that (3) deserves so much attention. 
What is basically important is that Russia is trying to build a social 
order for the happiness and welfare of all the people. She is doing 
this by state ownership of all the basic means of production and 
distribution. The Trends of development and progress are important 
in showing progress from the Tsar’s regime. Stalin stands preeminently 




for building up Russia not for propagandizing in foreign countries. 

I do not object to your mentioning certain evils in Russia but to 
leave out all the positive factors or most of them seems to me to be 
bringing on the conflict between the West and Russia that you profess 
to be trying to prevent. 

It does not seem to me that you have used the methods of Jesus 
in this section. Jesus looked at all sides Kith a sympathy and 
understanding. In the Russian section you list a host of things 
taken from Dallin or Chamberlin which may or may not be true ; without 
giving the positive side of Russia’s achievements. It is just as 
important for the West to understand Russia's positive achievements 
if we are to avert war ; as it is the negative factors. 

The actual fact is that we have much to learn from Russia, Russia 
has much to learn from us and together we should work out a better 
world. You state on page 12 "Thus control of the church is as complete 
as before". I do not believe that this is even remotely true. Sir 
Bernard Pares does not believe it. The Bureau on affairs of the 
Orthodox Church is not a Bureau but a Commission which aids the church 
not controls it. New churches have to have priorities for building 
material. This Commission handles the matter. The church cannot, 
of course, attack Stalin and Communism but it has far more freedom than 
under the Tsar. 

I should have liked to see you give a brief section stating that 
Russia expects the hostility of the Capitalist world and giving some 
of the evils in Russia but you should have given the positive side of 
Russia which can lead us towards cooperation with Russia also. My 
book will be out towards the end of May and I will send you a copy. 

You have some inaccuracies and misprints. I will refer to one 
which seems incorrect to me p.31 second column line 16 "Russia fought 
against Japan, then fought as an ally of Japan's ally Germany." Did 
she fight with Germany ? 
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I want to reiterate that I feel you have done and 


are doing a wonderful work in America and at large. I believe that 
we should redouble our efforts now. I wonder if we ought not to 
begin a coast to coast crusade in the theological seminaries. I stand 
ready to go with you on a team to visit all the theological seminaries 
to bring the message of Jesus Christ in the Atomic age. I believe that 
we should dramatize the challenge in a big way and that a temm of 
several is better than one. 


I have all that I can do now, the calls on my time 


are overwhelming but I so believe in your message that if we could 
do something creative and challenging to the theological students of 
the nation I should be interested. 

I strongly urge that in your next revision of 
your book you revise the Russian section.

it deemed prejudicial to its own unity and to its own power. 

He speaks very gently of the consolidation of spiritual and 
temporal power in papal hands. For example: “Thus the 
papacy found itself—not altogether by accident, and not 
altogether with regret—possessed of a very considerable 
stake in temporal affairs; just as the United States, in its 
disinterested endeavor to bring the four freedoms to every 
part of the world, finds itself possessed of an ever widening 
chain of naval and air bases.* 5 This is a rather masterly 
understatement of, for example, the ambitions and policies 
of an Innocent III who took over the kingdoms of England, 
Portugal and Aragon as fiefs of the holy see, annulled Magna 
Gharta and excommunicated the barons who supported it 
The United States would have to annex Canada, Mexico 
and Argentina to make the comparison sound. 

As might be expected, scant respect is shown for the dis¬ 
senters and revolters who led forlorn hopes in the days when 
Europe had a more or less unified culture under centralized 
control. They were eccentrics or rabble-rousers, “oversenti- 
mental reformists,” giving vent to “an impulse to smash the 
furnitureThe recognition of the contribution of liberal 
secular thinkers in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
though inadequate, is considerable, especially in the case of 
John Locke, partly because he realized that “an aggressor 
gains no right” by a successful war, and partly because he 
held a strict doctrine of private property, upon which now 
only the church of Rome stands “dogmatically firm.” 

Protestantism is blamed for the rise of the “divine right of 
nations 55 and of kings. Might it not be rather plausibly 
argued that this came by natural imitation of the divine 
right of empire and especially the divine right of papal rule 
for centuries? The idea of one-man rule by the authority 
of God was not invented by any Protestant lung. It is at least 
as old as the Roman emperors, each of whom was divus 
Augustus; and It was acclimatized in + Christendom by the 
spiritual sanction given to the status of the emperors of the 
Holy Roman Empire; but it gained its highest and widest 
expression when a bishop of Rome, Boniface VIII, claimed 
to be, by divine right, the temporal as well as spiritual lord 
of all kings and princes. When die pope’s claim to universal 
lordship was rejected and the empire broken up, what could 
be more natural than that the kings of some of the emergent 
nations should clutch at their shares of that divine authority 
for autocratic rule which the pope had claimed all for 
himself? 

As the reader will surmise, this book is full of controversial 
interpretations of history. That is one thing that makes it 
so interesting. A few items have been criticized. I could cite 
far more for enthusiastic agreement. The man’s heart is 
right, his scholarship is mature and comprehensive, and his 
style is a delight to the ear and to the mind. The book 
bristles with ideas, and it comes out at the right place with 
an enlightened and Christian understanding of the nature of 
the fundamental problem now confronting the nations.

Notv Is the Time to Prevent a Third World War. By 

Kirby Page . Author, La Habra , Calif., $/.oo. 

Being a pacifist does not mean, to Kirby Page, merely 
shutting one’s eyes, gritting one’s teeth, and declaring, "We 
won’t fight l” It includes that declaration, but also positive 
attitudes and active steps to prevent the war from which 
pacifists will have to abstain if it comes. In this book— 
appropriately issued in the now familiar One World format, 


which permits much material at a small price—Mr, Page 
devotes more space to history and factual data than to argu¬ 
ment, There are detailed surveys of the causes of the two 
world wars, the course of events leading up to each, and the 
events between them. This is, to be sure, history written for a 
purpose, but it is honestly studied and objectively set down. 
Judgments, Interpretations and exhortations are clearly 
recognizable as such. To use journalistic terms, the author 
does not editorialize in his news columns. When he does 
editorialize, it Is not to recommend specific procedures for 
the adjustment of international issues or to pass judgment 
upon diplomatic policies, except insofar as these run counter 
to the pacifist program. The positive recommendations seem 
to be summed up in the advice that churches and Christians 
shall express the “determination to take Jesus seriously by 
trusting good will and pacific means, and by repudiating and 
opposing military training and preparedness to wage atomic 
war and all resort to armed conflict,” 

The Faith of a Prottstant, By WBurnet Easton , Jr. The 

Macmillan Company , $7.50. 

Protestantism is a positive thing (pro, for, and testari, to 
bear witness). It arose when there was need to bear witness 
for gospel truth and Christian freedom, in opposition to a 
system which distorted one and suppressed the other. There 
is still need to oppose error, but still more need to testify for 
the truth. In this small but highly valuable book. Professor 
Easton (department of religion, Massachusetts State Col- 
lege) is not a protester, in the ordinary sense, but a pro - 
testifier. In the chapter on the church, he necessarily indi¬ 
cates the differences between the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant views and gives his reasons for accepting the 
latter. This is the extent of the book’s anti-Catholic content. 
For the rest, it is purely positive except where it shows the 
inadequacy of some Protestant views in comparison with 
others, Protestant faith exhibits many varieties. The author 
does not attempt the impossible task of expounding the 
Protestant faith. Instead, he describes and explains the faith 
of a Protestant. Consequently, not all Protestants will agree 
with all that he says, though very many will, and all will 
agree with his great central affirmations. The treatment is 
brief and dear, but not oversimplified. The author does not 
dodge such delicate and controversial topics as the physical 
resurrection of Jesus and the doctrine of the Trinity. The 
book merits high commendation and wide use.

I have read with appreciation your new book, "Now is the Time to Prevent 
a Third World War." You have made a strong reaffirmation of the thesis 
fundamental in every book you have written. 


I thoroughly agree with your title and with much of what you have written. 

I have no serious quarrel with your statement of what occurred in the years 
preceding World War I and in the interim before the outbreak of World War II. 
You, however, ignore the fact that war is the result of very complicated 
causes; and it seems to me you have slanted your words and the factual 
records so that you place the blame for everything that has happened upon 
a few leaders who have deceived the people. I would contradict almost 
everything you have written to prove that Roosevelt deliberately designed 
to get the United States into the war. On the contrary, I thijXjhe record 
shows that he did everything, short of pusillanimously backing ^to Hitler and 
the Axis, to keep us out of the war. He believed for a long time that he might 
succeed in that role; but with the responsibility of the Government on his 
shoulders and the frightful danger of Hitler winning the war, Roosevelt 
felt his responsibility to face the new realities in the world situation. 

He knew that the anti -democratic forces in control of a large part of the 
world were out to completely destroy every liberal government, including 
our own* 


The tragedy was that during the period when the war might have been 
prevented many earnest, confused people were critical of the work of the 
League of Nations and helped to defeat every effort for a solution of the 
world's sickness. I find but little in your new book that ***JL had 

you have any greater confidence in the United Nations Organization than you had 
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in the League of Nations, For instance, you imply that the United Nations 
depends only upon armed force. You do concdde that it has some hopeful 
elements, but it seems to be your opinion that the new organization, as 
presently constituted, hasilittle hope to offer us. You use many of the 
old cliches that cSaS&SiW&S'after the last war, 

^ believe, as you do, that ultimately we must have a stronger 
organization, and an ultimate federation of the world. But without 
force behind it, such a world government can never be achieved or 
maintained. The United Nations offers the best hope for the establish¬ 
ment of a permanent peace. Its Charter is an outstanding document, and 
if it will only be supported by all people it can give us polltidal 
security and promote human betterment and economic well-being for all 
the world.

Let me thank you for sending your book on "The Prevention 
of Another War." Yonr note said, "I will be grateful for your estimate 
of my new book. How can we make maximum use of it? The time may be 
short l " I wish, of course, you had not made this request of me. If 
you had just sent me the book, I would have appreciated it as another 
evidence of your devotion to the cause which is very dear to all of 
us, and also an additional evidence that you have not changed your 
methods any. How that you have asked me for an estimate of it, I 
cannot dodge the issue. If I ignore the question you would take it 
that I accept your statements, but do not align myself with you. I am 
convinced of your sincerity, so that I know you would not want me to 
say simply that I appreciated very much what you had to say. 

First of all, let me say I know nobody who writes books 
who is a more thorough logician than you are. But I shall have to add, 
your logic is limited almost entirely to the deductive method. If one 
agrees with your premises, there is no question about the conclusions 
beacuse your middle themes are selected with great care to follow under 
the original premise. Innumerable illustrations of this might be noted 
but one suffices. 

You deduce that the German populace is capable of democracy. 
Then you support that statement by many illustrations which are 
satisfactory to you. The facts are that the revolution and abortive 
revolt of 1848 drove out of Germany the elements of leadership with 
liberal tendencies which might have made a democracy in Germany. If you 
will go back and study your German history and list the migrations from 
Germany to various parts of the world and study the influence of those 
emmigrants on the countries to which they went, you will see they 
represent a mighty force. Probably, had they remained in Germany, 

Bismark and vonMoltke might not have formulated their policy of blood 
and iron and the empire might not have emerged. Then too, the Schleswig- 
Holstein, the Austrian and the Franco-Prussian wars might not have taken 
place. 


In other words, you assume that Germany, like other nations, 
has had the elements out of which democratic government might have been 
organized, whereas if, objectively, you had studied its evolution, you 
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would have known why the task of producing a democracy in Germany has so 
far been impossible. It is so much easier to exculpate Germany and confirm 
the sins of those who surrounded them than to get, objectively a knowledge 
of history. 


In the second place your whole method of presentation is 
subjective. By introspection you find what you want and that for which 
you hope, therefore you can reach conclusions that do not square with 
historic reality or scientific possibilities. In other words, you as an 
individual, show what your own conclusion is and the method by which you 
arrived at it - then you tell the world—and here you cease to be subjective 
and immediately become objective—how it could be saved. "How lovely is the 
vision." 


It is not easy for an old friend who appreciates your spiritual 
perception and poetic nature, your wide range of search for material, and 
your devotion to an ideal, to be so frank, but you asked me to do it and I, 
myself, who have convictions and who desires to prevent a third world war 
as much as you do, must, in all humility, admit that I think the objective 
method and the realistic position is much more likely to secure what we both 
want.

/'■ “The Light is Still Shining in the 
Darkness,” by Kirby Page, is a book 
of 128 pages with heavy paper cover. 
Its contents consist of thirty complete 
services of worship, with Scripture se¬ 
lections, hymns, spirituals, prose read¬ 
ings, poetry, prayers and litanies. Most 
suggestive for worship service in Sun¬ 
day schools, young people’s meetings 
and other devotional meetings. Copious 
footnotes will prove helpful. Price, 
fifty cents; special rates on quantities.. 


“Great Missionaries to Africa,” by 
Theodore Mueller; 154 pages; published 
by Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Michigan; price $1.25. 

This volume is made up of thirteen 
stories of outstanding missionaries to 
Africa, The majority of those are fa~ 
miliar to church people generally. They 
include Robert Moffat, David Living¬ 
stone, Dan Crawford and others of like 
caliber and devotion. Other chapters 
on missionary work and workers are 
included, thus making a well balanced 
missionary publication covering the 
entire history of missions in the Dark 
Continent. A good book for general 
reading and of special value to mis¬ 
sionary leaders in local churches. 


“Life's Extras,” by Archibald Rut¬ 
ledge; cloth; sixty pages; published by 
Fleming H. Revell Company, New 
York; price $1. 

This is one of those books which seem 
to be made up from the overflow of 
mind and heart. It has to do with the 
“extras” which enrich human person¬ 
ality, lifting it above the routine level. 
The headings of the four chapters 
which, make up its contents are sug¬ 
gestive in themselves and are as fol¬ 
lows: Faith in God’s Love; The Elo¬ 
quence of Simple People; God Works 
in Beautiful Ways, and The Valley of 
the Shadow. The chapters are pro¬ 
fusely illustrated from pen drawings. 
This is a new and enlarged edition, the 
original having been published in 1928. 


“An Exposition on the Book of 
Revelation,” by Louis T. Talbot; 254 
pages; published by Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Company, Grand Rapids, Michigan; 
price $2. 

The Book of Revelation has various 
schools of interpretation. The inter¬ 
pretations must be read with discrimi- 
nation—-and usually with reservation. 
But the sincere Christian will welcome 
all the light that is available on this 
portion of divine revelation. This vol¬ 
ume by Dr. Talbot takes a rather real¬ 


istic view and goes into considerable 
detail in outlining the future from the 
various symbolisms of this highly fig¬ 
urative portion of Scripture. He in¬ 
cludes a chart which may be inter¬ 
preted as a sort of blueprint of the 
course of coming events. The volume 
is a second edition, revised and en¬ 
larged, the first volume having ap¬ 
peared in 1937. The reader will find it 
interesting and informing, if not wholly 
convincing. 


“The Scrapper at Blazing Rock,” by 
Leland SiRiman; 258 pages; published 
by the John C. Winston Company, 
Philadelphia; price $2. 

The book will be found as interesting 
as the title indicates. It is full of thrill¬ 
ing adventure in the great out of doors, 
such as will appeal to any red-blooded 
boy. Its setting is Texas in its early 
days when Indians still roamed the 
country in their native habitat. Above 
its interesting episodes is Its char ac ter- 
building value, for it is always true to 
the highest values in character and 
practice, without taking on any of the 
“preachy” qualities. It contains a num¬ 
ber of illustrations from pen drawings, 
with attractive frontispiece in color. 


‘ "Pressing On,” by Dr, Lee S. Hui- 
zenga; cloth; 83 pages; published by 
the Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing Com¬ 
pany, Grand Rapids, Michigan; price 
$1 .00. 

This volume takes its place in the 
Home Devotional Library, a feature of 
Eerdmans 1 publication. It is the auto¬ 
biography of a medical missionary who 
gave his productive years to service in 
China, and became a captive of the 
Japanese during the last world war, 
and with his family was imprisoned 
in a Japanese concentration camp, 
where the author died, having written 
the manuscript and made all neces¬ 
sary arrangements for its publication 
before his death. It is an interesting 
account of an interesting life that 
dwelled deeply in a spiritual and some¬ 
what mystical realm. A good book for 
devotional reading—with a wholesome 
missionary emphasis.

It was gracious of you to forward to me a copy of your NOW ID 1HL 
TIME TO PREVENT A THIRD WORLD WAR, and 1 am happy to give my appraisal. 

The first impression is that of an earnest and noble man who is 
striving to do what he can to rid the world of its most threatening menace. The 
book ctoes contain, too, some valuable summaries of events between the two world 
wars, such as the administration policy before 1 earl i_i arbor. I fhall find these 
of real value for reference in my class on International Relations. 

Its limitations are in part, the limitations of the present state of 
our knowledge. Me have so far given little attention as to the causes of human con¬ 
flict. Therefore we simply do not yet know why the causes which you outline in 
this and other books you have written sometimes lead to war, and sometim.es ao not. 
Obviously poverty is not the main cause of war, or the Chinese and Indians would 
be the most w r ar-like. The injustice of the treaty imposed upon Mexico seemingly did 
not sow the seeds of future war] “hy should those of Versialies prove differently 
To this question your book gives no answer, in part because we have no answer. 
Almost any condition can cause war, and no condition necessarily does. The crucial 
issue seems to be the attitude of the people toward a situation, not the situation 
itself. 


Despite the paucity of our knowledge, however, one feels a sense of 
disappointment that such knowledge as we do have is not adequately utilized in the 
discussion. Why, for example, should a full half page be devoted to the erratic 
fulminations of Dr. Hillis, but no mention be made of such crucially vital studies 
as those of Sorokin or the careful statements in murphy's Human Nature and Enduring 
Peace? Why is but one reference made to Wright's really careful study, and that one 
of statistical date? Why is there no reference to Glover's challenge, and the 
rather startling predictions and proposals which he made for a really serious 
attack upon the whole problem, more than a decade ago? 'Why is there no reference to 
relevant anthropological data. One might multiply illustrations. Reluctantly and 
with deep appreciation for the spirit of the author, one must come to the conclusion 
that the major question has not been faced. This question is, f Why do the social and 
economic conditions described impel peoples to resort to war? What attitudes and 
responses make people regard certain conditions as 'intolerable 1 , and why? In view 
of the very considerable following which the author has, particularly among chtfeh 
leadership, these limitations are especially to ue regretted. ^ 

I am sorry to have no comparably developed statement of iny own with 
which to return your courtesy, but will venture to enclose a brief discussion which 
you may find of interest.

My dear Dr. Page: 

Thank you very much for sending me a copy of your latest book "Now 
Is The Time To Prevent A Third World War." I have read it carefully and 
with stirring interest and have been profoundly moved by it. I regret 
my delay in acknowledging your timely contribution and your kindness in 
sending me a copy. The parochial pressure of the late Lenten Season is 
my only alibi. Last week I heard Dr. Scott McFarland of Santa Ana review 
this book before the Chi Alpha fellowship in Pasadena. His words were 
highly commendable of it. 

Your first six chapters are excellent in their historical, ethical, 
and spiritual values. Of course, the crux of the whole matter in is 
Chapter 7 - "Men and Brethren, What Shall We Do?" I subscribe to your 
answer as given in Chapter 7. But, frankly, there is not enough. The 
approach - too academic. I miss any reference to the value of restoration 
and universal advancement of the Christian Missionary enterprise around 
the world, Europe now included. If the'Christian answer is the only one 
for us - so also in other lands. I know the hazards involved in any 
direct political involvement of the Churches. But no realistic approach 
can be made if little concern is taken by Christian action re the men 
sent to Congress. Faith and hope must have implementation. If there 
was a crusade when men were elected on the issue of "wet" or 'Jdry," - 
then the same clear facing of issues can and must be made again in this 
matter of international policy. 

We have been having an interesting presentation of opinion in our 
Community; Dr. Nash has been speaking for "World Government" and the. 
local US Association has been active. Dr. Nash, in private conversation, 
told me he could not "see" any joining of forces on the issue. His group 
is "all out" for their single idea. He said that he had gathered infor¬ 
mation of the mass movements in America which had succeeded - Abolition, 
Women's Suffrage, Prohibition, and Repeal. In each he found a fanaticism 
to one simple idea. He believes this the secret of their success. Hence, 
his group's singleness of purpose. 

Thank you again for your book. I shall be contagious about it.

God bless you in your continuing apostleship.

1 thought that X fchdmld keep you informed of events here, especially 
of recent developments on which you may not feel you can support us* 

The work stoppage was a completely spontaneous action on the part of 
the men since they felt strongly that the transfers were unjust* After 
thinking it over, however, the men felt that this was merely an ex¬ 
ample of an authoritarian and unjust system. After discussion they 
decided to issue a statement of aims on a fuller basis, a copy of 
which is enclosed* 

We have received strong support from congressman Doyle and Healey, 
the ACLU, and Senator Wheeler's son, a local lawyer. Voorhis and 
Downey are supporting an investigation and say they are with us. 

We have received considerable newspaper and radio publicity which is 
quits fair though often garbled. So far the tactics of the admin- 
istration have been to threaten prosecution and to give releases 
to the papers which make it appear that there is a conspiracy to 
overthrow the system by sabotage. 

The men are fen generally good spirits and have remained quiet 
spending their spare time making contacts and packing food for 
Europe. There have been no bickerings, nastiness, etc. by either 
side. Most of the men who are continuing work are in syn^atby and 
five of them are fasting in protest of the transfers. Food has 
been a problem since the kitchen mem also quite work and the mem 
have gone without a number of meals. The men selected a committee 
to meet each morning with the director in the event that he should 
wish to discuss the situation with them* So far he has declined and 
little otter contact has been maintained since it is generally felt 
that no good ends would be served from quarries and bickerings that 
might develop. 

If you feel that you can still give us support by contacting 
congressmen and protesting to SS, we would appreciate it bery much.
